which the atomic physicists have 
found the key. 
For this purpose. 
three main steps are under consid­ 
eration. 
First, the American and 
other 
western 
representatives 
of 
the 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission 
will 
accept any comprom ises which do 
not endanger the essential princi­ 
ple of the effectiveness of inter­ 
national atomic control. 
Perhaps 
even the veto issue may be com­ 
promised, although this is not sure. 
Second, if the Soviets still hold 
out, the American and other com ­ 
mission m em bers feel strongly that 
a final personal appeal m ust be 
made to Generalissimo Stalin him­ 
self. 
it is felt the P rem ier Stalin
